Chinese Refuse T erm s

""shanghai, March 3.—(ILI!)—F ighting 
was in progress tonight at N anziang 
and Liuho, the Chinese announced in 
an official communique. 
The announcem ent ended hopes of 
im m ediate peace in the Shanghai sec­ 
tor, although the Japanese stated ear­ 
lier that all m ilitary operations has 
been ordered to cease. 
N anziang is 20 miles west of Shang­ 
hai, on the railway to Nanking. Liuho 
is north of the city, on the Yangtze. 
The Chinese refused today to ac­ 
cept the Japanese idea of a neutral 
zone around Shanghai, dem anding im­ 
mediate and complete w ithdraw al of 
the Japanese tropos. 
The Chinese later announced offici­ 
ally that Chiang Kwang-Nai, com m an­ 
der in chief of the 19th Chinese rout 
army, would order cessation of hos­ 
tilities tonight unless the Japanese 
renew their attacks.

Chronicle, Leonard P. Ayers, Vice-President of the Cleveland Trust 
Company, held that rigid economy is the only cure for the depression. 
He pointed out that the war cost the participating nations 
$200,000,000,000— a sum equal to about $200 a minute from the 
time of Julius Ceasar to that of Herbert Hoover! 
Most of this money 
was raised by borrowing against the future. 
After the war, all nations decided to make the modern im­ 
provements the war had made them desire. 
This was accomplished 
by borrowing more billions. 
The result was a period of expanding 
indebtedness— which produced a kind of artificial prosperity. 
Now the trend is the other way. 
We have been forced into 
debt contraction, and our economic troubles have resulted. 
In past 
years we mortgaged our future income and the time for paying the 
piper has come. 
Individuals, families, businesses and governments must bal- 
once their budgets in order to bring order out of chaos. 
Waste and 
extravagance must be eliminated before depression will pass— but we 
cannot do away with it by a policy of spending to merely duplicate 
the period of inflation we have just left behind us.
